George Smalley , owner of the feed 
stable on the east side of the cou rt 
hou se was arrested today by Sheriff 
Clata Bebou t on a warrant charging 
him with selling u nlawfu lly , mortgag­ 
ed property . 
He was released on a 
two hu ndred dollar bond 
John Bru mfiel of Connersv ille is 
the prosecu ting witness and he al­ 
leges that Smalley sold him a horse 
that was mortgaged to Owen L. Carr 
to secu re 
pay ment 
of 
$1.8 8 4.5 0. 
Bru mfiel say s that he paid Smalley 
$135 for the horse and that he was 
told nothing of the mortgage. 
On 
these grou nds he wants Smalley pros­ 
ecu ted. 
It will be remembered that Bru mfiel 
lost in a case of a 
similar natu re 
against Owen L. Carr in the Henry 
cou nty circu it cou rt. 
It is said that 
since he did not get ju dgment from 
Mr. Carr he desires to implicate Mr. 
Smalley and for that reason cau sed 
his arrest. 
Bru mfiel say s the trans­ 
action took place Ju ne 9, 1909, and 
that Smalley u nlawfu lly and know­ 
ingly sold him the dark gray mare. 
Smalley when seen today said .that 
he sold Bru mfiel 
the horse bu t not 
u nlawfu lly as he wou ld hav e him do­ 
ing. 
Smalley say s that lie had an 
u nderstanding with Owen 
L. Carr 
that he cou ld sell the horse regard­ 
less of the mortgage and taking Carr 
at his word fou nd a bu y er and pro­ 
ceeded to sell. He say s that with this 
u nderstanding it was not necessary 
to tell Bru mfiel abou t themortgage as 
it was all right with Carr. 
For this 
reason the accu sed man claims the 
transaction was not 
illegal. 
Mr. 
Smalley is well known in this city 
and cou nty and has been in the liv ­ 
ery bu siness here for a nu mber of 
y ears. lie say s he has a nu mber of 
witnesses to the 
alleged 
u nlawfu l 
transaction and ex pects to show the 
State u p when the case 
comes to 
trial, which will be du ring the Sep­ 
tember term.

“Getting Things Into Shape” was 
the su bject of the address which the 
Rev . Francis J. McConnell, president 
of DePau w Univ ersity , deliv ered at 
the annu al commencement ex ercises 
of the high school at the Main Street 
Christian Chu rch. 
A large 
crowd 
that nearly filled the large au ditoriu m 
of the Main Street Christian chu rch 
was present to pay its respects for 
the class of 1911 which4 3. by far the 
largest class which was ev er gradu ­ 
ated from the Ru shv ille high school. 
The mu sic was 
fu rnished by 
the 
Connersv ille Au dit^*mim » orchestra. 
The diplomas were presented to the 
gradu ates by J. IV. Arbu ekle, secre­ 
tary of the school board. 
“Most any person knows what to 
say if he gets u p to make a speech,” 
said the Rev . Mr. McConnell, “bu t it 
is the way that he say s it. The pu b­ 
lic speaker so often gets the cart be­ 
fore the horse and deliv ers his ad­ 
dress backward. It’s the man of to­ 
day who su cceeds 
that does 
not 
waste any time with inconsequ ential 
things. He mu st hav e a- mind to pick 
ou t the immaterial 
and giv e 
that 
which is pertinent, that which driv es 
the point straight home as the flight 
of an arrow.”. 
As the rou gh piece of wood is to 
the arrow, so is the u ntrained mind to 
the trained mind, he said. 
The Rev . 
Mr. McConnell declared that the ar­ 
row and the rou gh piece might be of 
the same material, bu t that one was 
mu ch prepared to go straight to the 
point. 
So it is 
with the 
edu cated 
mind, lie said. 
It is capable of de­ 
termining that which is u seless and 
that which is not. 
while the 
mind 
which has not been trained worries 
and fu mes ov er small 
things u ntil 
there is no time for the larger things. 
The Rev . Mr. McConnell ex plained 
how the schools get the hu man ma­ 
terial in shape for the work of life. 


I Sometimes, he said, people 
thou ght 
j eight y ears spent in the grades and 
fou r y ears in the high school were 
v ears wasted, bu t he declared that 
the twelv e y ears preparation enabled 
the scholars to make u p the “lost 
time” qu icker than those who had not 
had the benefit of schooling and as a 
resu lt of the 
training 
receiv ed 
in 


J school those who had the edu cational 
qu alifications 
wou ld 
soon 
ou tru n 
those who had been neglected. 
Dr. McConnell said the man or wo- 


1 man who is gotten into shape in tho 
I schools is not one who does things 
! simply becau se^others do them. 
In- 
I stead they do things becau se they 


1 hav e been trained to do them, he said. 
The speaker told a nu mber of hu ­ 
morou s points du ring the cou rse of 
his 
address 
to 
illu strate 
certain 
j points which he wished to make. He 
referred to certain passages in the 
old MeDu ffy 's, reader sev eral times 
du ring the ev ening and each time he 
asked that persons who remembered 
the piece hold u p their hands. There 
were many of “those present.” 
In closing the Rev . Mr. McConnell 
declared that the method of thinking 
in the present age is fast changing, 
lie said that the imaginativ e persons, 
who often become flighty when they 
✓are not gu ided 
by their ju dgment, 
were gradu ally loosing grou nd and 
giv ing away to the sane thinkers. 
There is so mu ch of the “flighty ” in 
this age, he said, ¡that it is necessary 
to draw 
a 
distingu ished line. 
He 
said that a certain amou nt of imagin­ 
ation was necessary to produ ce the 
great things, the resu lts of inv entiv e 
geniu s, bu t it mu st be gu ided by sane 
ju dgment. 
The Rev . McConnell declared that 
more and more the people of this 
generation were placing 
stress 
0 1 1 
the manner in which a thing is done 
and not on the thing done. 
He said 
that in political, social, religiou s and 
other walks of life, people are want­ 
ing to know the method and not that 
which is accomplished. 
He said that 
it is fast becoming the cu stom .for 
people to condemn and socially 
os ­ 
tracise the wealthy man who gains 
his money illegally and to hav e the 
opinion that the rich man earned his 
wealth by dint of his own toil shou ld 
hav e it and be allowed to spend it as 
he desired.

Granv ille E. Cowing 
of 
Mancie, 
former Ru shv ille mau and ex tensiv ely 
related h^re, is declared to be one of 
the best informed men in the State on 
liv e topics as well as hav ing an in­ 
finite sou rce of information concern­ 
ing the great men of earlier y ears. 
Mr. Cowing is an u ncle of Joe Cowing 
and Former May or Harv ey Cowing. 
He was at one time owner and editoc 
of the Ru shv ille Repu blican, when it 
was known as the Ru shv ille Whig. 
The following dispatch from Mu n- 
eie to the Indianapolis News tells 
mu ch of his life’s history . 
The talks of General Sam Hou ston 
and of John G. Whitier, whose v erses 
did mu ch to strip the shackles of 
slav ery from a million hu man beings, 
as thou gh they were of y esterday in­ 
stead of the dim past. Cowing was in 
Washington, D. C., and took a hu mblo 
part in the stirring day s of the re­ 
pu blic before the civ il war and he re­ 
lates many stories of men famou s in 
American history . 
Cowing i- the father of Dr. Hu gh 
A. 
Cowing, the 
Delaware cou nty 
health officer.* and *of Lewis Cowing," 
one of this cou nty ’s representativ es 
in the Indiana legislatu re. 
In early life he was a printer and 
later an editor in 
Washington 
and 
was in the employ of John G. Whit­ 
tier when Whittier pu blished the Na­ 
tional Era. Cowing became editor of 
small pu blications in v ariou s parts of 
the cou ntry and now is a regu lar con­ 
tribu tor to newspapers in topics of 
pu blic interest. 
As a compositor in a printing office, 
Cowing assisted to “set u p” in ty po 
the first edition of Harriet 
Beecher 
Stowe's “Lncle Toni’s Cabin,” from 
the original manu script. 
“One Fou rth of Ju ly , while I was 
working as a printer in Washington,” 
say s Cowing. “ I went to the capitol 
bu ilding to hear Daniel Webster make 
a patriotic address, bu t it was v ery 
hot that day and the 
crowds 
were 
large, so after I had heard Webster 
u tter a few words 1 left. T knew that 
I wou ld hav e to set u p the speech in 
the newspaper office 
any way , 
and 
wou ld get to read it that way .” 
Mr. Cowing takes ju st as mu ch in­ 
terest in present day politics and af­ 
fairs of state as lie did in the day s 
of Webster and 
Calhou n. 
Nobody 
was more concerned ov er the send­ 
ing of troops to the Mex ican border 
by the United States than he. He is 
of old-fashioned ty pe of patriot that 
has absolu te faith in the wisdom of 
the ru lers, and he does not qu estion 
the patriotism or good ju dgment <|C 
President Taft, any more than he 
dou bted the integrity of Henry Clay , 
to whom he was politically opposed. 
“ Henry Clay was the abso lute ido l 
o f the peo ple,” said Mr. Co wing . 
“ When it was 
anno unced 
in 
the 
Washing to n newspaper that Henry 
Clay wo uld arriv e in the city at a 
certain time, to attend the o pening o f 
co ng ress o r to deliv er an address, 
tho usands wo uld turn o ut to g reet 
him and acclaim him as their cham­ 
pio n. 
On the o ther 
hand, 
Daniel 
Webster’s co ming and g o ing attract­ 
ed little attentio n. 
Webster’s g reat 
ability was reco g nized and his match­ 
less o rato ry was applauded, hut he 
failed to g et clo se to the peo ple, to 
warm them with the fire o f elo quence, 
g reat as that was. Webster was co n-

There is a legend which says that 
the ancho rs w*ere bro ught up the Cha 
gres river in bo ats aud unleaded at 
Cruces fo r transp o rt o verland to Pan 
am a.

The o thers were unable to stand 
the weight, and the ancho r fell, crush 
ing seven of them .

6. A weedy carelessly looked after 
p ro p erty Is unsightly and rep ulsive. 
7. W eeds reduce crop yields as much 
as 50 o r 60 p er cent, in m any cases. 
It has been dem o nstrated tim e and 
again th at much of the loss occasioned 
by weeds is avoidable. 
Irregular, ill- 
tim ed, sp asm odic attacks on 
weeds 
will no t co ntrol them , but vigilance 
combined w ith a determ inatio n to 
keep them in subjectio n, and the p er­ 
sistent ap p licatio n of m etho ds based 
on a knowledge of the habits of the 
weeds them selves, will co ntro l them . 
The necessary info rm atio n co ncerning 
weeds—w hen they flower, when they 
seed, to w hat extent they seed, how 
they p ro p agate, how they sp read, their

cording to a statem ent made by Major 
David C. Peyton, g eneral superinten­ 
dent, the cost of feeding the inmates 
of the Indiana reformatory is even 
lower than the fig ures heretofore pub­ 
lished, being practically the lowest 
of any institution of the kind. 
The fig ures, 11.64 cents per diem, 
per capita, which appear in the annu­ 
al report for the last fiscal year, in­ 
cluded the cost of the officers’ kitchen 
and dining room, the home Gf the g en­ 
eral superintendent and the board's 
dining room. 
The per capita cost for 
the inm ates’s kitchen and dining room 
alone is 10.64 cents, which is 4-100ths 
of a cent a day cheaper than the fig ­ 
ures for the state prison at Michig an 
City. 
Last m onth’s subsistence bill was 
less than this fig ure, with a per capita 
per diem of 9 .SI cents in the inm ates’ 
kitchen and dining room.
